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EXAMINER'S COMMENT 

1 . An Applicant's Amendment filed on September 22, 2009 has been entered. Claims 1 and 
4 have been canceled; claims 3 and 5-8 have been amended; and claims 10-11 have been added. 
Overall, claims 3 and 5-11 are pending in this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's claimed control apparatus to detect failure in a secondary air supply system, 
wherein a detector detects presence or absence of failure in each of the first opening/closing 
valve, the second opening/closing valve, and the third opening/closing valve; and the controller 
limits the amount of the air introduced into the internal combustion engine according to presence 
or absence of failure in each of the first opening/closing valve, the second opening/closing valve, 
and the third opening/closing valve; is not disclosed nor rendered obvious by the prior art of 
record.
